DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The examiner has considered the information disclosure statement (IDS) 
submitted on 16 September 2008. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant asserts that the amendment of 1 0 October 2008 is proper because the 
amendment only cancels claims. The claims actually indicate that claim 25 has been 
amended. The examiner points out that this amendment was actually made on 9 April 
2007, and applicant mislabeled the claim in the current amendment. Claim 25 is in fact 
previously presented, and not currently amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 6-1 0, 1 5-1 7, and 1 9-29 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments from the appeal brief filed 10 October 2008 were persuasive.
